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S ince groundbreaking in mid June, students walk past and 
see the daily progress made as construction continues on 
the new residence hall located next to the Lough 
Gymnasium. When completed, the $19 million facility will house 
approximately 350 students in single-, double- and quad- suites 
with semi-private bathrooms; including, seven ADA-compliant 
rooms. 

The dining area will include a "Cash and Go" section which 
will operate after hours and a multi-purpose banquet room with 
a seating capacity for approximately 136 individuals. 

Amenities include: an aerobic-type fitness center, a video 
game room, a 74-seat theatre, laundry facilities, and student 
mail boxes. 
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Since graduating from Potomac 
State in 1999, Keivette R. Hammond 
has been busy making a name for 
herself. She currently teaches 
physical education and serves as 
head basketball coach of the 
women's team at Frederick High 
School.

Many of the improvement projects planned for Potomac State are now 
taking shape. Since graduation on May 6th we have: 

• Completed an upgrade to our campus networking hardware, which has improved our access speed 10 fold. 

• The network upgrade provided for the installation and utilization of a new VoIP phone system Voice over IP 
phones use our existing data network wiring to transmit telephone messages. This change will result in 
significant savings for the college over our previous system. 

• A new parking lot for residence hall students has been completed adjacent to the Church-McKee Arts 
Center. Two other smaller lots were also constructed to meet the needs of our commuting students. 

• The foundation walls are nearly complete on our new residential complex This facility will house 350 
students, a new dining hall, a 74-seat theater, and many other amenities for our growing student population. 

• Renovations are underway in the Mary F. Shipper Library. This project is expected to be completed in March and will include the 
installation of an elevator and enhancements to the interior including greater access to technology and electronic holdings. 



• Numerous other improvements have been completed all around campus and on our farms. 

While we have made significant investment in our facilities, we have also recognized that without our faculty and staff, there would be no 
need for our buildings and grounds. We continue to hire faculty based on student interest in our academic offerings. Four new faculty will 
join our ranks this Fall in the areas of Engineering, Foreign Languages, English and Criminal Justice. Our staff also plays a significant role 
in the life of the College and this spring we established a Staff Recognition Program and recognized Linda Lancaster, an Administrative 
Associate in the Academic Affairs Office as our first honoree. 

The College will soon begin its 105^ year of providing quality academic opportunities to students. Our faculty and staff continue to take 
the College's mission seriously and they work very hard to see that every student is provided with the opportunity for success. We are 
anticipating that the largest group of freshmen in over a decade will be attending PSC this Fall. It is truly an exciting, and very, very busy, 
time for the College. 

I hope that you will help us celebrate the successes Potomac State College is experiencing and join us if you can for "Homecoming 2006."
